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Comments. 

Selecting  one  or  two  of  the  more  striking  features  of  this  report,  I  mention  the  fact  that  only 
29  of  the  six -thousand  houses  in  this  scattered  rural  district  are  not  on  the  main  water  supply.  This 
figure  is  of  particular  credit  to  the  Council  and  so  also  is  the  very  high  proportion  of  houses  on  the 
Council’s  extensive  sewerage  system:  Four  hundred  and  thirty -nine  new  houses,  completed  during 
the  year,  is  another  very  satisfactory  figure.  The  average  number  of  persons  per  house  at  2-9  shows 
that  the  post-war  overcrowding  is  being  considerably  reduced. 


The  area  compares  quite  favourably  with  other  districts  in  its  vital  statistics.  The  birth-rate 
is  slightly  higher  and  the  death-rate  slightly  lower  than  national  standards,  even  when  they  are 
adjusted  so  that  allowance  is  made  for  the  rather  younger- than -usual  population  of  Kiveton  Park. 


Other  rates  are  all  somewhere  round  about  the  national  level  with  infant  deaths  just  lagging  behind 
the  national  average.  Rather  a  high  proportion  of  these  deaths  come  from  Dinnington  Parish.  It  is 
too  easy  to  overstress  small  numbers  and  draw  errojjaous  conclusions  from  them,  but  this  item  is 
a  repetition  of  the  experience  of  former  years. 


After  the  restrictions  of  the  war  period  food  is  now  plentiful  and  varied,  which  is  satisfactory 
in  itself,  but  there  is  need  for  higher  standards  of  hygiene  in  its  handling.  The  pasteurisation  of 
milk  is  one  important  improvement  and  I  look  forward  to  the  time  when  all  milk  supplies,  whether 
tuberculin  tested  or  not,  will  be  pasteurised.  I  regret  most  of  all  that  raw  undesignated  milk  can 
still  be  sold  in  the  district.  From  the  notifications  of  cases  with  tuberculous  glands,  I  find 
that  farmers  frequently  send  their  milk  for  pasteurisation  before  it  is  sold  to  the  public,  but  that  they 
retain  raw  milk  for  consumption  by  their  own  families.  Notifications  of  tuberculous  glands  in 
children  occur  from  the  drinking  of  these  raw  milk  supplies  and  farmers  would  be  well  advised  to 
boil  milk  retained  for  their  own  households  before  using  it. 


Ice-cream  is  much  cleaner,  as  a  result  of  better  heating  and  packing,  and  is  now  a  much 
safer  food. 


The  meat  and  pork  groups  of  foods  and  particularly  made-up  meat  dishes,  would  benefit 
from  a  similar  advance  in  methods  of  handling.  More  wrapping  of  food -stuffs  is  a  crying  need  to 
prevent  contamination,  particularly  in  the  case  of  foods  which  are  eaten  without  further  cooking. 


The  Housing  Committee  is  always  most  helpful  in  providing  houses  for  tuberculosis  patients 
living  under  cramped  or  overcrowded  conditions  and  also  in  providing  houses  for  midwives. 


The  Council  always  takes  a  wide  and  friendly  interest  in  all  aspects  of  Public  Health.

B.C.G.  Vaccinations. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  tuberculosis  contacts  was  carried  out  at  the  Chest  Clinic,  but  similar 
facilities  for  all  school  children  of  13  years  of  age  were  made  available  by  the  County  Council 
towards  the  end  of  1954. 


Re-housing  of  Tuberculosis  Cases. 

Regular  meetings  were  held  at  the  Oakwood  Hall  Sanatorium  to  consider  cases  requiring 
re -housing.  The  meetings  were  attended  by  the  Chest  Physician,  Housing  Manager,  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Health  Visitor  and  myself.  With  the  helpful  co-operation  of  the  Housing  Committee,  5 
cases  in  the  Kiveton  Park  area  were  re-housed  during  1954. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Twenty  food  poisoning  notifications  were  received  and  notified  to  the  Registrar -General.  In 
one  outbreak,  involving  6  cases  the  cause  was  identified.  In  another,  involving  9  cases,  the  cause 
remained  unidentified.  Five  single  cases  were  reported — in  two  cases  the  agent  was  identified,  but  the 
remaining  3  were  of  unknown  origin. 


Dysenb'y. 

Dysenfry  was  of  a  mild  type.  In  children  the  symptoms  lasted  for  about  a  week;  in  adults  the 
illness  was  only  of  two  or  three  days’  duration  and  in  many  cases  the  patients  were  not  confined  to 
bed. 

Our  greatest  difficulty  was  in  clearing  up  carriers  who  tended  to  harbour  the  infection  for 
months.  This  was  a  particular  embarrassment  among  school  children  and  food  handlers. 

All  dysentry  contacts  had  bacteriological  examinations  carried  out  and  particular  attention  was 
paid  to  food  handlers,  teachers  and  nurses  in  charge  of  children.  The  family  doctors  were  given 
immediate  particulars  of  all  laboratory  reports  received  and  co-operated  closely  by  giving  treatment 
to  carriers. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  visited  all  food  premises  in  the  district  and  carried  on  an  intensive 
campaign  for  extra  cleanliness  and  care. 

Two  contacts,  who  were  food  handlers  were  excluded  from  work  until  they  were  proved  to 
be  free  from  infection  and  all  school  children  were  excluded  from  school  until  three  negative  speci¬ 
mens  were  obtained.

Drainage  and  Sewerage.

The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  throughout  the  district  was  satisfactory.  The  quantity  sup¬ 
plied  was  again  insufficient  in  the  Turnerwood  area  and  Worksop  Borough  could  not  improve  the 
pressure.  As  a  result  of  this  and  following  the  completion  of  the  Water  Improvement  Scheme  at 
Netherthorpe  and  Brancliffe  Grange,  the  Turnerwood  area  was  connected  to  the  Sheffield  Corpora¬ 
tion  supply. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  for  a  further  extension  of  the  main  supply  to  Lodge 
farm,  Dinnington,  Thwaite  House  and  Lingodell  Farm,  Firbeck.  When  these  farms  and  adjoining 
cottages  are  supplied,  there  will  be  only  20  houses  left  in  the  district  without  a  supply  of  piped  water. 
Fifteen  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  of  these  six 
proved  satisfactory  and  nine  unsatisfactory.

Dental  Treatment  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers.

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Tuberculosis — Domiciliary  Visiting. 

The  Health  Visitor,  specially  detailed  for  tuberculosis  visiting,  made  1,814  visits  in  the  divi¬ 
sional  area  during  1954.  These  visits  were  made  to  ensure  adequate  follow-up  after  notification, 
the  need  for  extra  milk  or  other  necessities  and  to  ensure  the  attendance  of  all  contacts  for  examina¬ 
tion.

This  Rotherham  Area  Committee,  on  which  the  West  Riding  County  Council  was  represen¬ 
ted,  met  at  intervals  to  deal  with  applications  for  assistance  from  tuberculous  patients.
